NEW YORK, Apr. 18.—The Nation- 
wide railroad strike apparently has 
collapsed. Except in a few isolated 
sections, railroad officials reported 
st night the bulk of the men who 
followed the leadership of John Gru- 
nau, a Chicago trainman, had return- 
ed to work. Normal pasgenger ser- 
vice Was restored today they say, 
while subsfantial progress had been 
made in moving the vast amount of 
freight that had accumulated 
throughout the country, especially in 
the east, during the past three werka. 
Many of the strikers went out with- 
out presenting any grievanceg‘and lat- 
er advised that a few increases !n 
wages granted to other railroads 
prompted their walkout. The strik- 
ers, who acted in defiance of their 
railroad brotherhood chiefs, however, 
generally returned without any de- 
finite promises of more pay: 

Demands go to Board 

In many cases, however, they have 
been assured their demands will be 
presented to President Wilson’s labor 
board, which {s empowered under the 
Federal Transportation act to settle 
disputes between the railroads and 
thelr men. The board {s now altting 
in Washington.

NEW YORK, April 18.—Dr. Jas, A. 
Markoe, a well-known surgeon, was 
shot and instantly killed today while 
taking up the offering at the morning 
service in the fashionable St. George's 
Protestant Episcopal church at 18th 
street and Stuyvesant Place, in the old 
aristocratic district of New York. 

His assailant was captured after a 
short chase by a group of parishoners 
headed by William Fellowes Morgan, 
president of the Merchants’ association 
of New York, George BE. Brewer and J, 
Morgan Jones. At the East 22nd street 
police etation the prisoner gave his 
name first as Thomas W. Shelley and 
later as Thomas W. Simpkins. The 
police said he told them he had escap- 
ed Thursday from the eastern state 
hospital.for, the insane at Williams- 
burg, Va. The man was born in Lon- 
don, England, and sald he had spent 
some time in Canada before coming 
to the United States.

PEACE TREATY 
WITH TURKEY

Will Comprise First Business of 
Supreme Council of Allies 
Sitting at San Remo 


U.S. REPRESENTATION 
Prime Ministers Regret Republic 


Will Not Take Part in One 
of Final Acts 


SAN REMO, April 18.—(Associatea 
Press.)—Questions in connection with 
the peace treaty with Turkey wil! com- 
prise the’ first business to be taken 
up by the supreme council of the al- 
lies at its first formal session here to- 
morrow. This was decided upon at 
a@ conference today in the Duvachan 
palace, where the sessions are to be 
held, attended by Premiers Lloyd 
George of Great Britain, Nitti of Italy, 
and Millerand of France, for the ar- 
rangement of the official procedure. 
With the premiers were Foreign Min- 
ister Scialoia of Italy, Earl Curzon, the 
British foreign secretary, and General 
Berthelot, the French chief of staff. 
Daily Communique, 

It was agreed that daily communi- 
ques should be issued as upon the oc- 
casion of previous sessions of the 
council. 

It developed definitely today that 
the United States would ‘not be re- 
presented at the conference. The 
prime ministers of the three great 
powers—Lloyd George, Nitt! and Miil- 
erand—have expressed regret that the 
United ‘States was taking no part in 
what is regarded as one of the final 
acts of the peace conference. So far 
as {t can be sensed the feeling here ia 
that the absence of America is only @ 
temporary one and that the reasons 
for her present detachment are like- 
ly to disappear. 

Premiers Pre-Occupied. 

For the present, however, the pre- 
miers, foreign ministers and ambas- 
sadors of Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan, Belgium, and Greece, at the 
meeting are pre-occupied with prob- 
lenis aftecting themeelves and there is 
no desire to dwell unduly upon the 
lack of American participation.

The board of commerce serves 
notice on the newspapers that it 
is ‘‘through’’ so far as newsprint 
is concerned. The Price Brothers 
company having won their suit in 
Supreme Court, the board con- 
strues the finding as meaning not 
only that it cannot regulate the 
price and supply of newsprint, but 
that the order-in-council which ap- 
pointed the board to be paper con- 
troller is without effect. The board 
therefore quits, and the paper- 
makers may do as they please. 

Reasoning by analogy it may be 
expected that the price will now) 
go up, but that the scarcity of, 
newsprint will cease to be appar- 
ent, 

Some weeks ago the board an- 
nounced that, as people seemed to 
doubt that its sugar control policy 
was doing any good, it repudiated | 
all responsibility for the future and 
left the refiners free to do as they | 
pleased in the matters of price and, 
supply. It presently appeared 
that the refiners pleased to in- 
crease both the price and the sup- 
ply. From being nominally en- 
titled to buy sugar—which they 
couldn’t get—at seventeen cents 
per pound the public found that 
they could really get sugar at 
eighteen cents. As the price rose 
the supply grew; until recently 
grocers have been offering cus- 
tomers hundred pound sacks at 
twenty cents per pound, whereas 
formerly the customer begged the 
grocer to let him have a couple 
of pounds at seventeen cents, and 
as often as not couldn’t get it. 

The moral appears to be that— 
if they really tried to regulate at 
all—the board of commerce sup- 
posed that they could hold down 
the price of sugar and at the 
same time keep up production. 
The refiners refused to produce 
| while they were regulated. Hence 
| the net result of control was to 

‘fcontrol’’ the supply out of ex- 

istence. When the restriction as 

to price was removed there ceas- 
ed to be any scarcity, so far as 
the consumer can discover. 

That the public were any the 
better in pocket by the effort to 
regulate sugar is to be doubted. 
A good many people supplement- 
ed the searcity contents of the 
sugar bowl by buying high pric- 
ed chocolates—for the making of 
which there seems to have been 
always plenty of sugar within 
reach, And any who saved money 
saved it by doing without sugar, 
rather than because they got it 
cheaper since the board ceased to 
function in that direction, 

That the regulative measures 
accomplished anything in the way 

of ‘‘making the limited supply go 


round’’ is not clear. Apparently 
so far as they affected the supply 
they made it ‘‘go round’’ among] 
people elsewhere than in Canada, 
That the supply was ever really 
limited to any such degree as re- 
presented is doubiful. The fact 
probably is that the refiners ceas- 
ed trying to get raw sugar until 
the board took off the limit; for 
they seem to have been able to get 
it since the restrictions were re- 
moved. 

We have apparently come to the

Edmonton and Dunvegan Rail- 
way Lifts the Embargo Put 
on April 9th 


Receipts of cattlo at the Edmonton 
Stock Yards for the past week have 
been very small. The feed situation 
remains practically the same, with 
perhaps the added complication that 
the roads are break!ng up in the coun- 
try and sometimes when it is possible 
to get feed to the station, tt ia dlft- 
ficult to get it hauled to the cattle. 
There tg little stock with good killing 
valie coming jno the yards and such 
as comes bringe its own price, All 
beef is considerably firmer and there 
{s a stronger undertone, The ‘local 
packers and butchers are competing 
wih buyers from British Columbia for 
any beef that comes. 


High Priced Heifers. 

The highest priced female that was 
ever sold in the Edmonton Yards went 
to the packers this week when two 
Shorthorn heifers averaging 1,400 sold 
for $13.50. Two other heifers averag- 
ing 1,200, sold for $13.00, and the top 
for ateers for the week was reached 
when $14.25 was paid for a load of 20 
steers fed by A. J. Hills in an adjoin- 
ing feed lot. Swifts bought the steers 
and Burns the heifers. 

Cattle receipte for the week were 
592 and 64 calves. In addition to 
those already mentioned four steera 
averaging 1.885, sold for $13.00. One 
cow weighing 1,210, topped at $12.50, 
another weighing 1,140, sold for 
$12.00. The bulk of the sales for good 
cows was $10.60 to $12.00 

No cho'ce bulla or oxen were of- 
fered, the bulk of the sales being from 
$5.60 to $7.00. The stocker trade 
remained steady on account of specu- 
lators buying heavy. The local deal. 
ers are carrying from 800 to 1,000 
estockers in the yards looking for the 
opening up of spring.
